FARMING''ON, N. M., Nov. 20.—The 
400 renegade Navajo Indians fortified 
ind encamped on Beautiful Mountain, 35 
miles southwest of the Shiprock Agency, 
sang war songs and danced around 
council fires all night last night while 
sentries stood watch at the many sig- 
nal fires which fringed the northeastern 

Ade of the Mesa. 

At Shiprock. extra precautions have 
been taken against a surprise of a night 
attack by followers of Chief Be Sho She, 
Who have been wrought almost to a 
state of frenzy by their medicine men. 

Agent Shelton and his Indian police, 
still faithful to the agency, today be- 
gan preparations to renew overtures to 
the Indians. Traders and settlers on 
the reseryation have become frightenef 
and have appealed to Agent Shelton 
for protection. 

The other Indians of the reservation, 
more than 3000, have given no intima- 
tion as to where their sympathies lie. 
It is upon the coming of troops and Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, that the agency and the 
settlers base their hopes that bloodshed 
may be averted. There are many at 
the settlement, however, who express 
anxiety over the reception which te 
Indians will give the troops. Many 
express the fear the renegades will offer 
armed resistance to the soldiers. 

That the Indians will use force on 
ccecasion was evidenced by their armed 
attack on the agency when they re- 
leased the 11 tribesmen who had been 
arrested on Federal warrants charging 
horse stealing, assault and bigamy. At 
that time more than 100 sympathizers 
stood on the bank of the Little San 
Juan River, ready to aid them in their 
attack should the agency officials try 
tc resist their fellows.
